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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. In the Amendment dated 06/08/2006, Claims 5-6, 9 and 29 
have been cancelled and no new claims have been added; 
therefore, Claims 1-4, 7-8, 10-28 and 30-42 remain pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 7-8, 10-28 and 30-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-4, 7 and 22-27 have been found to be novel 
and inventive because prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
mobile terminal apparatus comprising a processor that adjusts 
the power consumption of a short-range transceiver by altering 
the activation frequency of the transceiver up determination of 
an acceleration exceeding a predetermined threshold. Claims 8 
and 10-15, 28 and 30-42 have been found to be novel and 
inventive because prior art fails to teach or suggest activating 
a short-range transceiver by activating a transceiver associated 
with a mobile terminal if the rate of motion exceeds a 
predetermined threshold and determining a frequency at which the 
transceiver is activated based upon the determined rate of 
motion. Claims 16-21 have been found to be novel and inventive 
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because prior art fails to teach or suggest altering the power 
state of a motion sensing device upon exceeding a first 
threshold and altering the power state of a transceiver upon 
exceeding a second threshold. Claims 39-42 have been found to 
be novel and inventive because prior art fails to show a 
processor in communication with a sensor and a reader that 
determines if an acceleration of a secondary mobile terminal 
device exceeds a threshold and provides activation to the read 
upon determination that the acceleration does exceed said 
threshold.
